They now 
see that thcv could nave realized a for- 
tune if they "had not been so hasty in 
their proceeding. The fashion for black 
walnut furniture and finishing, which 
became prevalent suddenly, snows no 
signs of abating. 
The demand for the 


wood becomes greater as the supply be- 
comes limited. It is now transported 
hundreds <if miles on wagons and in 
railway cars. It is the favorite of the 
maker and the buyer of furniture. Most 
persons prefer it to mahogany, which 
for centuries was tho fashionable wood 
for decorative purposes. 
That it con- 


tains several desirable qualiticj is cer- 
tain, but it is equally certain that its 
qualities have been greatly overrated. 


The price of black walnut lumber is 


so high and tho supply of it so small 
that the owners of land have been ex- 
horted to engage in the culture of the 


i trees to meet the demands of tho near 


j and distant future. I'nrties have ligured 
; out how much can be made by planting 


i a given number of acres with those trees 
i and giving them suitable care and at- 
\ tention for B. scries of years. 
The story 


j of "some man 
in Wisconsin" who 


! planted "a piece of laud" with these 


i trees twenty-three years ago and re- 


• oontly sold his "crop" for the sum of 
i $27,000 has been told many times. The 
i story is not very accurately located, and 
i therefore it is dillioult to procure evi- 
i dence as to tho truth or falsity of it. Ad- 


mitting that it is true, however, it doos 
not follow that others will be so fortun- 
ate. 
There is no accounting for tastes, 


and the origin of most fashions is ob- 
scure. 
Fashions come and eo, and in 


most respects they are as unreliable as 
the wind. 
Black walnut was first used 


as a cheap substitute for mahogany. 
It 


soon became its successful rival. 
It 


does not follow, however, that it will 
always remain so. 
Indeed, it is very 


likely that mahogany may noon occupy 
the place it long filled, and that it will 
not soon bo displaced. It is also likely 
that woods of light color will become 
fashionable, lo the partial and complete 
exclusion of those that are dark. 
They 


"had their day" and perhaps may have 
it again. 
It'is likely that at uo very 


distant period improvements in "stuf- 
fing" porous woods may result in mak- 
ing much material valuable that is now 
regarded as entirely useless in the arts. 
In all probability various metals, nat- 
ural and artificial stone, and even glass, 
will be largely employed in tho place of 
wood for making furniture. 


Persons who havo faith in the future 


of the black walnut and who believe the 
fashion for it will not change will be 
likely to plant trees and wait for a lib- 
eral reward for themsolves or heirs. 
Land planted to black walnut trees may 
prove to be an excellent investment. It 
may rise in value every year from the 
time the nuts are placed in tho soil. En- 
thusiasts should bear in mind, however, 
that there is a popular prejudice against 
these trees on the ground that they im- 
poverish the soil where they grow, that 
they exert an injurious influence on most 
crops in the vicinity of them, and that 
tho land where they made their growth 
is unproductive of certain crops nftet 
the trees are cut awtiy. 
The trees re- 


quire a rich soil to enable them to make 
a rapid growth, and that of tbe Western 
States is admirably adapted to them. 
Urokcu land that can not IIP plowed to 
advantage is generally well suited to I he 
production of forest trees. A space for 
the roots to occupy .can be prepared by 
the a<e, of the pick or spadi-, and if 
rei p.ss;vrv some fertitix.in"; innlcrial car.

At the lost winter meeting of the In- 


diana»Horticultural Society, the Secre- 
tary, Mr. W. H. Ragan, gave the fol- 
lowing excellent recommendations for 
planting black walnuts on level ground 
that was to be cultivated: 


Furrow the ground off ea^-h way as 


for corn, except that the rows should be 
seven feet apart. Take the nuta, fresh 
from the tree, and plant two at each 
crossing. They are to bs covered shal- 
low, just enough to hide them. So much 
for planting. The next spring; furrow 
the seven-feet spaces intermediate bo- 
tween the rows, and plant with corn or 


I potatoes. The corn and young trees 
1 will be all cultivated alike, and the young: 


i trees must bs kept clean. 
The second 


I spring thin out the trees to one in a hill. 
| The thinnings will fill any vacant spams 
j where needed. Corn or potatoes may 
\ be planted the second or even the third 
, year, and ufter that the trees must be 
\ cultivated and kept clean until they oc- 
j cupy the whole ground so fully as to 
: keep down by their shade all weeds and 


grass. Standing so near as seven foot, 


; the trees will not require trimming, but 
I will thus trial themselves. 
But when 


j they begin to suffer from crowding, take 
; out every ulternate tree in each row, 


j and in a few years another thinning 
! mav be made by taking out alternate 
I trees in the rows at rigii't angles to the 
! first. leaving them fourteen feet each 
i way II the trees are to stand until they 


become quite large, additional thinning 
mav be necessary. But they should al- 
ways be thick enough to "obviate the 
side trimming of branches. 
The thin- 


nings will always possess considerable 
value.—Cfucoao 7Ym?.«. 


Tbe Sprayae Estate. 


The settlement of the Spragoe estate 


in Rhode Island will become historic it 
it ever reaches the condition in which 
history, dealing only with things that are 
past, can lay hold of it.. The Providence 
Journal has attempted to give some ac- 
count of the proceedings up to the pres- 
ent time, ana the narrative fills over nine 
columns of the paper. 


The Spragaes suspended payment 


October 31, 187S, about $14,000,000 in 
debt and with assets supposed to repre- 
sent not less than .f>20,0pl),000. In order 
to discharge their liabilities the property 
was placed in the bands of Xecheriah 
Chafee as trustee, who issued mortgage 
notes to the creditors, running three 
years and bearing 7 .'i-10 per cent, inter- 
est annually. 
Tho interest has been 


paid once or twice, and once or twice 
the trustee has given some account of 
the property in his charge; for the rest, 
matters are where they were nine years 
affo, except that innumerable complica- 
tions have been .added. There are stiila 
pending between heirs, creditors, the 
original owners and the trustee, whose 
labarynthine maze it is sriid no sin- 
frl'i human intellect can comprehend. 
The Canom-hefc war is only one of ihs 
.singular outgrowths of tho blind litiga- 
tion. 
That property was sold under 


order of court, and then tho purchaser 
R-IH kept off the premises by a show of 
military force on the part of Mr. Wil- 
liam Spra.<juc, and now the court ap- 
pears to be inclined to the opinion that 
Mr. Spriigue was righl, and that the 
court and the trustee have notliing to 
do with Canonchct. 
Certain relatives 


of the Sprague brothers claim that a 
large part of I he property belongs to 
them, and that no distribution can take 
place among the creditors until their 
prior rights have been satisfied. 


The trustee has quarreled with all 


parties interested, and the large and 
solvent Quidnick Company has been 
wrested from his hands and for the pres- 
ent placed in charge of a receiver of its 
own. 
It remains to be seen how far 


this company will be compelled to pay 
tha indebtedness of the Spragues, who 
were its undoubted owners, or whether 
it can be subjected to such payment at 
all before the other assets have been ex- 
hausted. The creditors have never been 
in agreement among themselves, and 
their policy has been one of frequent 
vacillation. 
They tried at one time to 


get rid of the trustee, and failed. Then 
they tried to work in harmony with 
him, 
and failed again. 
Some of them 


have obtained special judgments, and 
among them it is every man for himself 
and the presiding genius of the assign- 
ment take the hindmost. 


To make the comedy complete, the 


Supreme Court of Rhode Island has be- 
come so thoroughly disgusted with the 
business that it is said only the junior 
justice over listens to anything bearing 
upon the Sprague case. 
Everybody 


says it is a shame that the property is 
not converted into money and applied 
to the payment of the debts. 
Every- 


body professes to bo anxious to bring 
this result about. 
Nobody is pretend- 


ing that he blocks the way, ana yot the 
ypraguo trouble continues to rest, like 
an incubus on the wholo State, it bids 
fair, indeed, to share the eternity of the 
Rhode Island coal-fields, concerning 
which it has been prophesied that the 
incombustibility of the material of which 
they are composed will be sufficient to 
protect them'froin the final conflagra- 
tion of the world.—Detroit Pnat nml 
Tribune.

A Pew Words With Parenta. 


A lady called at my office the other day 


and said, "Mr. Gastman, I came to get a 
permit for my daughter to take her din- 
ner to school." "Where do you live?" I 
said. "A long distance from the school 
house," she replied. "Orer a mile?" I 
said. "Oh! no; not so far as that," she 
answered. After some questioning I 
learned that she lived about a half mile 
from the school. In the course of the 
conversation she told me that she only 
wanted permission dnringstonny weather, 
because her child was afflicted with some 
kind of throat trouble. I gave the per- 
mit. But I told her frankly that I be- 
lieved the very best thing she could do 
for her child would be to ask her to come 
home to dinner every day if she was prop- 
erly clothed. And I wish to say the same 
thing to those of you who are tempted to 
ask for this privilega In the case of del- 
icate or very small children, it may be 
beat for them to remain at the schools if 
you live a half mile or more from tho 
house. In all other cases I believe it is 
best for the child to go even a mile to get 
dinner. There are but feV children in 
the schools of the city who find it neces- 
sary to go so far. In these days when 
gossamers are so common, even a rainy 
day is no obstacle in the way of a healthy 
child old enough to keep his clothing 
about him. The fresh air and exercise is 
just wluit is needed after the school ses- 
sion. A warm dinner is much more, 
healthful than a cold lunch. Children 
often prefer to stay in the school house 
and to have "a good time." Here begins 
n serious difficulty. When crowds of 
children are allowed to congregate in the 
school rooms during the absence of the 
teachers the atmosphere soon becomes 
not only physically but -uorally impure. 
Rudeness of speech end manners is rap- 
idly developed. It can hardly l>e exist- 
ed, under such circumstances, that "evil 
communications" will not "corrupt good 
manners."

Most of the grain buyers and shippers

Several patents 
have been issued covering these various 
devices, among which that known as the 
Swickard seems to be most generally in 
use, nud parties who have becu using 
them without license from the patentee 
now find themselves called upon to settle 
for the infringement. Mr. James M. 
Harper, of El Paso, Illinois, represents 
tho patents upon which these devices are 
based, and his authorized attorney is now 
visiting tho grain buyers and millers of 
this county, engaged in making settle- 
ments. The facility with which ho makes 
satisfactory arrangements with those 
using the dumps would seem to indicate 
that the validity of the claim made by Mr. 
Harper's attorney is recognized by the 
parties in question, as they generally come 
to an agreement without any difficulty.
